Austin, Texas. Aug. 15.—After Adju­ 
tant General Hutchings testified that 
rangers bad been kept at the gover­ 
nor’s mansion because he feared for 
Ferguson’s life, direct testimony was 
concluded and a recess taken until to­ 
morrow In the charges against the 
governor. 
Speaker Friller and W. A. Hanger 
of Fort Worth, counsel for Governor 
Ferguson, ‘had it out" yesterday. 
Mr. 
Fuller was on the stand nearly all 
day. on cross examination by Hanger 
for the greater part of the time. 
There were tense minutes when the 
bitterness 
between 
the 
two 
men 
brought a hush over the vast crowd 
in the hall of the house of representa­ 
tives. There was 
sarcasm 
In 
the 
questions and sarcasm In the answer*. 
A considerable portion of the testi­ 
mony relates to the part Fuller played 
in connection with the letting of a con­ 
tract by the county commissioners of 
San Jacinto county for the rebuilding 
of the court houes. The court house 
burned the latter part of March, 1915, 
and the contract for rebuilding was 
under consideration that spring. The 
purpose of going into this matter is to 
impeach Fuller’s testimony against the 
governor. 
I The contention of Mr. Hanger is that 
Mr. F*uller accepted a fee from a con­ 
tractor to aid him in getting the con­ 
tract to rebuild the court house while 
at tile same time Fuller was the close 
friend and trusted adviser of the coun­ 
ty judge. 
The contention of Mr. Fuller ta that 
every dealing be had with the contrac­ 
tor in question was known 
to 
the 
county judge all the time and that the 
only reason he had any dealings with 
a contractor was in order to detect any 
attem pt at crookedness on the part of 
those seeking the contract. 
He stout­ 
ly maintained this position all the way 
through and said that he made not a 
dollar out of the transactions in which 
he was involved but that he went Into 
them because the county judge had 
called him as a friend and adviser to 
help protect the county against 'N ruok- 
l ed contractors.” 
Mr. Hanger read into the record a 
great many letters intended to show 
that Fuller and the contra tor from 
whom he accepted the fee were work­ 
ing In accord and in friendliness. 
Mr. 
Fuller showed on the other hand that 
he returned the fee and asserted that 
the letters were for the most part writ­ 
ten as part of the game he was playing 
to protect the county. 
At the end of the day’s testimony it 
was evident that the end of the hear­ 
ing is not even near. 
When Mr. Fuller resumed the stand 
Tuesday morning he requested and 
received permission to make a state­ 
ment to the effect that the renlUion 
of his property as shown by the .ax 
rolls was not accurate because be has 
interests In other property rem ixed 
under the names of other persons and 
he has some property on the unren- 
dered roll.

Credit is a wonderful Invention. 
In his testim ony before the Texas 
legislature yesterday, A ssistant C ashier Blum of the Tem ple State bauk 
stated th at the notes for $37,600 each, taken over by the Houston National 
Exchange bank; did not involve the moving of a single dollar. 
It was the 
simple book transfer of that much of the account from one bank to the 
other, the Houston bank having faith In the Temple bank, 
Credit is noth* 
ing but faithp. 
The Houston bank had faith th at the Temple bank would 
stand behind these notes and the Tem ple bank bad faith th at the governor 
and his friends would not let the paper go by default. 
And thus it Is from 
the little borrow er to bim who gets credit for millions, 
lf the banker has 
raith In the individual he can get credit w ithout a dollar s worth of security 
other than th at required by law. 
Bankers loan as much or more on char­ 
acter as they do on bankable security, so-called, which may be stock in an 
institution that will go broke and which in itself is but another paper evi­ 
dence of faith th at those who are running the company are doing som ething 
worth while and are m aintaining the plant on a profitable basis. 
Bonds 
are of little more weight as collateral because the bondholders have the 
right to seize a plant or business if the debt is not paid a t the stipulated 
time, but no banker cares to hold collateral of an institution th at Is liable 
to get into trouble. 
However, it is a part of the business of a banker to 
assist people in trouble, and he does so only when he has faith in the insti­ 
tution or the men who are operating it. 
Credit is extended upon th at faith 
more than upon the collateral. 
It is, after all, the faith th at one man has in 
auother th at forms the basis for credit. 
The United S tates governm ent is 
now borrowing billions of dollars simply on Its prom ise to pay. 
The citi­ 
zens of the United States have faith in their governm ent because it bas 
always paid its bills and bechuse each citizen is a part of the governm ent 
and responsible to him self for a part of the debt. 
To that extent he m ust 
have faith in him self as a citizen and an individual in order to assure him ­ 
self that governm ent bonds are worth the money he pays for them. 
At the 
sam e time be has faith in all his fellow citizens that they, too, will be loyal 
and sustain the governm ent, his governm ent and their governm ent, in w hat­ 
ever undertakings there may be. 
When we loan money to the allies it is 
because we h are faith in them and believe that they will repay In some form 
or other in the course of time. 
W ithout faith in our fellowman we would get nowhere. 
Men go about 
this town declaring th a t fit can’t be done,” and every tim e they utter the 
sentim ent they are declaring their lack of faith in their fellow-citizens of 
this community. 
They believe th at those upon whom dependence will be 
put in the hour of sm allest trial will not come up to the scratch. 
They be­ 
lieve. through trying experience, perhaps, th a t the men whose brains they 
would like to see used for the general good of the comm unity and whose 
money they think should be sim ilarly employed, will fail them when m ost 
needed. 
For some reason they in whom they lack faith have not been as 
progressive and locally patriotic as others think they should have been, 
and doubtless their belief is well founded by events of history, because 
Bryan has not done the things it should until the more recent years, hence 
somebody fell down in tim es past and may fall down again. 
“By their 
fruits ye shall know them . 
C hrist said that, and so saying uttered a 
fundam ental truth. 
If the fruits of m en’s actions are of such a character 
as to cause loss of faith in them , then their fellows do not rely upon them , 
cannot rely upon them and do not call upon them , probably to assist in any 
progressive work.

Not all are agreed that Brazos coun­ 
ty is going to produce such a terribly 
short crop of cotton as has been sup­ 
posed. 
One farm er was heard to re­ 
mark that he has 150 acres in cotton 
and expects to get around 115 bales 
from It. 
Several stains of cotton have 
been brought to The Eagle office that, 
while small, were loaded down with 
bolls, a fact attributable to a large ex­ 
tent to the absence of the boll weevil 
and other Insect pests this year. Not 
all fields produce this sort of cotton, 
however, for it is a fact that there is 
some m ighty fine cotton and soir 
very poor cotton, and all grades of 
cotton In between, making It one of 
the m ost difficult crops to estimate. 
Prof. E. J. Kyle, dean of the heretical- 
tural departm ent of A. and M. college 
brought to The Eagle office this morn 
lag one of these small stalks heavilj 
fruited and says it Is a fair sample of 
the crop on the five hundred acres of 
the Kyle-Smith plantation. 
This par­ 
ticular stalk was 
somewhat 
larger 
than form er sam ples brought in, and 
it has on It no less than 47 bolls. 
He 
says they are figuring on gathering 
no less than three quarters of a bale 
to the acre. 
Cotton is coming In quite 
rapidly 
now, the different "warehouses having 
received m any balen. 
The price 
Is 
very attractive, being close to 27 cents 
a pound, hence bringing to the pro 
ducers some large sum s of money. \V 
E. Saunders sold one bale this week 
which, w ith the seed, brought him a1 
m ost $200, or, to be exact, $197.10. 
There are some reports of grass 
worms dam aging the peanut Hues, but 
this does not seem to 
be 
general. 
G reat reliance has been put on pea­ 
nuts as a substitute for torn. 
Prof. 
Kyle, however, says the corn yield 
on the Smith-Kyle 
plantation 
this 
year will average about 25 bushels to 
the acre, and th a t is superior to the 
general average of the county by a 
very considerable.

J Boat Commander 
Outwitted by a Negro 


Liverpool, Aug. ll.—William Snell, 
a negro of Jacksonville, Fla., the only 
American 
survivor 
of 
the 
British 
steam ship Belgian Prince, which wa* 
sunk July 31 by a German subm arine, 
with the loss of 38 lives, Thursday 
gave details of his experience to the 
Associated Press. 
He said: 
“A torpedo hit the engine room. 
A 
subm arine then quickly came to the 
surface about 200 yards to starboard 
and fired at our wireless apparatus 
We left the Belgian Prince in three 
boats and had got 50 yards from the 
ship when the subm arine came along­ 
side and asked for our captain, who 
was taken aboard and Inside the U 
boat. 
“ We were then ordered to the decs 
of the subm arine, where we were told 
by the com m ander to rem ove our life 
belts and to lie on the deck. 
Then 
the com m ander w ent into the boats, 
threw our oars into the sea and had 
his nu n remove the provisions. 
After 
th at the plugs were taken out of holes 
in the boats which w ere then cast 
adrift. 
“The subm arine went to the north­ 
east for 12 miles, the com m ander tak­ 
ing the life belts to the top of the 
conning tow er and throwing them ov­ 
erboard. 
I hid mine under a raincoat 
and as the subm arine began to sub­ 
merge tied it around my neck 
and 
jumped into the sea. 
“The rest of the crew stayed on 
deck until they were sw ept off by the 
sea as the boat dived.”
